WASHINGTON, March 1. 


Informed persons said today Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has received widely 
divergent opinions from the six 
commissioners he sent to Europe 
last summer to study consumer 
co-operatives. 


The commission, It was learned, 


agreed to moke no specific recom- 
mendations for expanding such co- 
operatives In the United States or 
for setting up a government sub- 
sidy. 


It sent Mr. Roosevelt a 1,000- 


page report a few days ago. Each 
member filed a separate memor- 
andum on the possibility of ex- 
tending the Eurlpoan co-operative 
Idea In thla country. 
The president has passed the 


report on to Secretary Wallacs 
for review before making it pub- 
lic. 


Some of the commissioners were 


said to view consumer co-opera- 
tives as a possible substitute for 
the present capitalistic or profit- 
system of business. They viewed 
the co-operatives 
as 
eventually 


owning retail 
stores, 
wholesale 


units, factories and possibly even 
farms.

would not respect court members 
who might retire under present 
circumstances. 
This view was expressed by Sen- 


ators Johnson 
(R-Calif) 
and 
Burke 
(D-Neb.) both opponents 


of the President Roosevelt court 
reorganization plan. 


Some 
administration 
leaders— 


Including 
Senator 
Robinson 
of 
Arkansas, 
the 
democratic 
floor 


chieftain—have expressed the view 
that passage of the Sumners bill 
might lead to the retirement of 
one of two justices now on the 
court. 


The senate's action came only 
a 
short 
while after 
President 


Roosevelt announced at his press 
conference that he would make 
a 
nationwide radio address at 


10:30 p. m., E. S. T., March 9. 
It Is expected by White House 


officials to include a discussion 
of his court proposals. 
Just before the senate vote, the 


big democratic majority In that 
chamber shouted down an amend- 
ment . by Senator Bridges

H.) which would have postponed 
operation of the bill four years, 
or until after
